Went to the Livermore, CA, ham flea market Sunday morning before the NorCal 
meeting, and finally scored a decent buy. 


I found an Audio Sweep Generator, model 151, made by Production Devices of 
San Diego, CA. Including the carrying case, an old Triplett 630 VOM case, 
it cost me the princely sum of $1. The fellow had no idea if it worked, but 
I figured, for a buck it would provide some cheap entertainment. 


When I opened it up at home, I found the two 9v batteries dead and contacts 
of one corroded. I just cut the battery connector off and spliced on a new 
one. Put in two new 9v batteries and fired it up. It worked. 


So now I'm going to have some fun checking out some old filters, telemetry 
and others, that I've collected over the years. The unit has a ramp voltage 
output to drive the sweep input of a scope. This will be a new thing for me 
to learn, as I've never worked with a scope in sweeping mode. Anyway, I'll 
finally be able to see what these filters look like. If I don't like what I 
see, I can finally justify heaving them. Couldn't do that when there was a 
chance they MIGHT be useful :-) 


If anyone out there has any knowledge of this animal, I'd appreciate hearing 
from you.

There was an article in QEX recently about wire composition, and corroded 
wires. I had been blundering along thinking that zinc plated was better 
than corroded copper. I found a nice price on zinc plated iron wire, 
intended for electric fences. It sits on a roll unused after reading the 
article. I wish I had heeded the advice here and elsewhere about getting 
THHN insulated solid from the Home Depot type places. 


The article never mentions IMD in stranded wires, its the measured losses 
that were depressing.

I've just returned from the Boundary Waters canoe area in Minnesota and 
can report that I was able to get the portable PSK-31 rig working... But 
Murphy struck big time: 


1. I discovered that the solar panel had a hole in the middle from 
a rivet that had punched through during the airplane flight. I thought I 
was done before I started but testing revealed that the panel still 


worked fine. In fact, after some testing today it appears that somehow 
this "mod" increased current output of the panel. Before the hole I got 
.675 - .750 amps output. Now I get a solid .850 - .940 amps which is way 
above spec. 

2. Canoed to the first campsite only to find that the hard drive on 
the pen computer had crashed. Once again I thought I was done. Luckily I 
was able to boot into DOS and run scandisk where I found lots of bad 
blocks. Even worse, the bad blocks kept increasing with each scandisk. 
It looked pretty hopeless but after 3 days of charging the computer and 
running scandisks things became stable. Most directories under windows 
had been lost to corruption but luckily I had the install files for 
windows and all required programs on the hard drive. Ahh, but I did not 
have the install key for windows anywhere... I finally discovered that I 
could run regedit in DOS to dump a text version of the registry and get 
the install key. I was able to install windows, the audio drivers and 
Digipan after some tweaking. FINALLY on the 29th I made some contacts. 
3. August 30th more bad blocks and Windows had to be totally reinstalled 
again. Finally on the 31st I was on the air again but I devoted so much 
time to keeping the computer charged that I had neglected to charge the 
PSK-20 batteries. The batteries drained in short order. 

4. By August 31st constantly changing weather fronts made it tricky to 
get good battery charges but I was able to make a total of 17 contacts. 
On September 1st WD4RBF (Marvin) forwarded an email to my dad. It said 
"HI DAD, having a great time. Though I lost my glasses in the water". 
Yep, I lost my backup eyeglasses in Disappointment Lake and my primary 
pair found their way to the bottom of Ensign Lake. I was practically 
blind for the last 4 days. I borrowed my brother's glasses with some 
success. (He was wearing contacts). 


A complete write-up will be on the n3mk.com website soon. I knew I might 
face some challenges getting the station running, but I never 
anticipated such a catastrophe. Persistence paid off and I'm glad to 
have made every one of the 17 contacts. The log is on n3mk.com 


Lessons learned: 

The hard drive took a tremendous beating on the trip in the 
rugged waters and portages. The abuse was much higher than I 
anticipated. I think replacing the PCMCIA hard drive with a SANDISK 
solid state hard drive would be a major improvement. 

Be careful packing for the trip. The rivet that punched through 
the flexible solar panel could have been avoided if I had added a bit of 
padding for the solar panel. The flexible solar panel took an amazing 
beating and kept working. I left it in the rain, wind and sun. By the 
time I got it home it practically looked like a pretzel when I returned 
yet it still works great. 

The power demands of the computer are high so careful attention 
must be paid to the charge rotation. Having a fully charged computer 
with dead AA NIMH batteries doesn't do much good. 


Notes: 

The delta loop antenna worked GREAT. I was able to cast a 
fishing line up about 50 feet into the trees and just hoist the apex of 
the loop up. A couple of ropes tied to nearby trees completed the loop. 
I used my trusty 450 ohm open wire which was bulky but really matched up 
nicely with the ZM-2 tuner. Signals came booming into the PSK-20. I was 
also able to tune up on 80 meters though I never made any contacts on 
80. 


I'll be back on the air from the Boundary Waters next year.

With the super simple 50 ohm load this tuner was still difficult 


to adjust but when I got near to a 1:1 SWR loss was too small to measure. 


The Vec puts out 8 milliwatts across the entire HF spectrum! It is 
amazing that the output can be that stable.

I think there are several things that cause confusion. First, the Force 
12 vertical dipoles should be left uncoupled to the ground, because they 
are vertical dipoles and do not need a radial system. 


Second, a few years ago, there was a great unturn in interest about 1/4 
wave verticals with elevated radials. In modeling these, it turned out 
that elevating appeared to only require a few 4-8 radials to get as much 
performance as 60-120 ground-mounted radials. 


While elevated 1/4 wave verticals do work, the broadcast industry has not 
adopted them. Why? Well, they tested elevated radials against a properly 
installed, ground-mounted system. They found that field strength 
measurements did NOT agree with the models. The net result: elevated 
radials aren't a substitute for properly installed, ground-mounted 
radials. The broadcast industry went back to their tried-and-true methods. 


This leaves a sort of puzzle in amatuer radio antenna literature. 
Modelling suggests that elevated radials are as good or better than 
ground-mounted ones, even with very few radials. But actual practice 
shows it isn't so. 


Modelling isn't always reality. Especially for antennas in close 
proximity to ground. 


The bottom line -- 1/4 wave verticals work best with a full, 
ground-mounted radial system. If you can't install a proper 
ground-mounted system, elevated radials are a good choice. 


>Interesting that all manufacturers of short, multi-band verticals that do 
>not require radials present the same general sales pitch. But I have not 
>yet seen comparative field strength measurements between, say, the antenna 
>you describe and my Butternut HF9V ground mounted over 60 shallow-buried 
>radials. 


I'm beginning to believe my R7000 is a rather effective dummy load. I get 
more mileage out of my 125' low doublet. 


>Frankly, there is no free lunch in the antenna world and vertical antennas 
>unless erected in near free space are going to be influenced both good and 
>bad by the presence of the Earth beneath them. And it is difficult to 
>believe that a few short radials projecting from one end of the antenna is 
>such an effective "ground shield" that it frees the antenna from any ground 
>losses. 


Elevated radials can work, but they won't work as well as a full radial 
system, except perhaps in certain extremely poor soil types.
